Police Commissioner’ Woods as- 
signed a policeman to every car, and 
except for a few minor demonstra- 
tions there was no disorder. Officers 
of thet wo companies asserted that 
fewer than 500 men had struck. The 
cars were late in getting away from 
the barns, which led to the belief 
early in the day that a serious tie-up 
had been effected. 

Half of Cars Running. 

Reports received by Police Inspec- 
tor Max Schmidtberger early in the 
forenoon showed that 598 of the 1291 
cars operated normally by the New 


Mork Railways Co. were in service, 


that the Third avenue lines in The 
Bronx were operating 109 cars out 
of 252, but that in Manhattan only 
73 out of 605. In Queens, the report 
said, 83 cars out of 171 were in opera- 
tion, 

In the face of the police figures indi- 
cating that half the normal number of 
cars was running, W. D. Mahon, presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Elegtric Railway employes, 


asserted that two-thirds of the employes’ 


had quit. 

In the course ‘ot the ‘day, however, the 
strike appeared to gain some headway. 
Inspector Schmidtberger_reported that in 
many cases cars that ‘had started from 
the barns in. the early morning were 
withdrawn before the noon hour and 
at that time those on the New York 
Railways Co.’s lines had been reduced 
to 467. 

The strike threatened to spread to 
lines in Staten Island, where the police 
reported that 93 per cent of the em- 
ployes of the Richmond Light and Pow- 
er Co. had joined the union and pre- 
sented demands on the company’s offi- 
cials. 

The Commissioner recalled for duty 
today 400 policemen in the police military 
training camp. 

About 50 cases of intimidation and oth- 
er disorderly acts were reported to po- 
lice headquarters, including a demon- 
stration at one of the New York Rail- 
Ways car barns which called police re- 
serves there. The threatening attitude 
of the strikers and their sympathizers 
frightened a number of loyal crews into 
returning their cars to the barns. There 
were few arrests. 

The total number of motormen and 
conductors employed by the street car 
lines affected by the strike is 6600, and 
the cars are used daily by 2,300,000 per- 
sons. 

The elevated and subway lines were 
not affected by the strike vote taken 
by the surface line employes last night. 
Threats have been made that the strike 
eventually would be extended to those 
systems. 

Labor leaders asserted that 80 per cent 
of the employes of the New York Rail- 
ways Co., which operates the majority 
of the surface lines (the green cars) 
in Manhattan, had -voted to strike. 

Preparations were made by many of 
the large financial and business insti- 
tutions in the lower part of the city 
to convey their omployes from their 
homes to their offices in automobiles 
| and omnibuses and a boat service was 
run between Harlem and Manhattan.

IN PRELIMINARY INQUIRY 


Massackusetts Private Who Made 
Charges a Prisoner in Columbus 
Stockade. 

COLUMBUS, N. M., Aug. 5.—The pre- 
liminary inquiry by officers of the Sec-

Race With J. L. Sullivan for Sec- 
retary of State on Democratic 
Ticket Is Close. 


The nomination of former Judge 
Henry Lamm over John E. Swanger

Aus- 
trian and German engineers for months 
have been digging for water near the 
Mediterranean coast, where it is often 
found at no considerable depth under 
the sand, though it is mostly too brack- 
ish for European troops. Extensive ar- 
rarigements must have been made, there- 
fore, for the transportation and storage 
of water, the country being pure desert, 
with widely scattered oases. At Ro- 
mani the Turks must bring every drop 
of water from Aughratina, 10 miles 
away. It is understood there are 1000 
Austro-German infantrymen with the 
Turks and a large number of irregular 
Bedouin horsemen. 


Romani is a village near the coast of 
the Mediterranean, and is 22 miles to 
the east of Suez Canal.

When the German people looked west 
again the German army was beginning 
anew drive, it was setting out for 
Calais. Again the objective was not 
attained. Calais held, the British and 
French and Belgian lines along the 
Yser and about Ypres held. The defeat 
of the Germans. was bloody and com- 
plete,. but at the moment the decision 
became absolute, German armies were 
approaching Warsaw and a new victory 
was promised. It ° waa not obtained, but 
other victories were, and the success at 
Lodz came in due time. 


Drive Through Balkans, 
One could multiply the examples of 


this sort of thing. The attack upon 
Russia last summer failed to dispose of 
Russian armies by capture or rout, but 
just at the moment of failure, came 
the drive through the Balkans and the 
dream of an invasion of Egypt and the 
promise of a Berlin-Byzantum-Bagdad 
empire, seized German minds and Ger- 
man imagination. Afterward came the 
Grive of Verdun, to cover the disap- 
pointment at Suez. 

But Verdun erided in failure, and was 

followed,. covered, not by some other 
German advance, but by an allied ‘at- 
tack, by sweeping Russian victories and 
grave Anglo-French menaces. There 
was nothing to take'the attention of the 
German mind off the Verdun defeat 
but the Galician disasters and the 
Somme dangers. Hence to the very 
last moment the Germans have kept 
up the illusion that the Verdun opera- 
tion was going forward, they are stil! 
striving to keep it alive. 
Officially, and the official statement 
is accepted as the law and the gospe! 
in Germany, there has been no German 
failure in anything since the war began 
The legend of an ever victorious Ger- 
many is the main reliance of those wh? 
desire to continue the war at Berlin 
But to foster this illusion it has been 
necessary to create the impression that 
Russia was disposed of, France exhaust- 
ed, England incapable of getting ready. 
Verdun was advertised from one en 
of the world to another as the final 
blow for France. It was anserted bold- 
and believed widely that all French 
resources, as well as French courage, 
were exhausted along the Meuse, and 
if Verdun did not fall immediately, it 
was soon to fall, and leave France 
without men or will to go forward. 
When the claim that Verdun had fallen 
was proven untrue, then there was sub- 
stituted the legend that at Verdun 
France was being destroyed and an al- 
lied offensive made impossible.

Finally France takes the offensive be- 
fore Verdun and makes actual, if in- 
considerable, progress. Unless this ‘s 
checked the German legend of a slow. 
but sure, advance on Verdun must be 
surrendered and Verdun accepted as 
an absolute German defeat. Such a con- 
fession would necessitate the confession 
that the whole basis of German claims 
in the past vear is rubbish. 

Now all of this will make little 
impression in the allied nations, be- 
cause there the truth has long been 


recognized. But the effect tn neutra! 
nations will be considerable and in 


Germany still more impressive. Their 
Government has told the German peo- 
ple a number of things all of which 
are proving to be untrue and the 
proof is at last making itself appar- 
ent in the German official state- 
ments. Indeed German  officialdom 
was only the other day moved to ask 
a vote of confidence from its public, 
& most amazing and significant cir- 
cumstance. 

A third year of the war is begin- 
ning, As it opens the German people 
discover that Russia was not put out 
of the war last summer, but is, in- 
stead, now advancing after great suc- 
cesses, equipped, munitioned and 
using vast multitudes of men. Brit- 
ain is not unready, but is attaeking 
with huge armies and holding the 
sea without the least break in its 
blockade despite the “victory” of 
Jutland and the success of the sub- 
marine warfare. Finally France is 
attacking, both on the Somme and 
at Verdun. 


If the German Government had told 
its people the truth at the beginning 
it would have small cause to fear 
now, But it didn’t. It carried them 
from victory to victory, while the 
fact was that no victory had been 
won of a decisive nature and that at 
the Marne, in Flanders, in Russia and 
finally at Verdun, defeats were auf- 
fered which were either absolute as 
In the case of Verdun and the Marne, 
or relative as in the case of Russia. 
where vast territories were  con- 
quered, but Russian armies escaped. 


Central Powers on Defensive. 


Perhaps Germany can again snatch 
the offensive from the allies,"perhape 
she can win another local sucess, like 
Tannenberg, and cover up the fact 
for more weeks and months. It seems 
unlikely, bug is far from impossible. 
But this will only postpone the con- 
fession that has to be made and seems 
now to be actually in the process of 
making.

Warrants were issued by Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener today against George 
A. Bang, manager of the Banner 
Creaméry Co., Warne and  Labadie 
avenues, and F. Herzogenrath, man- 
rager of the Star Dyeing and Cleaning 
Co., %15 North Grand avenue, charging 
them with using the United States flag

BEING THROTTLED, 
ASQUITH DECLARES 


Signs of Material Weakening and 
Exhaustion Becoming Ap- 
parent, Premier Says. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—All classes of so- 
ciety were represented at the meeting 
in Queen’s Hall last night in observ- 
ance of the second anniversary of the 
war. Earl Derby, who presided, read 
telegrams from Gen. Sir Douglas Haig, 
Commander in Chief of the British 
armies in France, and from Admiral 
Sir John Jellicoe, Commander in Chief of 
the British grand fleet in which they 
expressed confidence in the success of 
the allies in the war and triumphant 
peace. 

In a brief speech Earl Derby said: 
“Notwithstanding our losses and the 
misery and anxiety caused by the war 
the empire is just as determined as ever 
to see German militarism crushed. Al- 
though the end of the war may not be 
in sight, newer have we stood in s0 
favorable a position as tonight.” 

Gets Big Ovation, 

Premier Asquith received a tremend- 
ous reception when he moved a resolu- 
tion expressing the inflexible determina- 
tion of the people of London to con- 
tinue the war to a successful end. The 
resolution was adopted by acclamation. 

Referring to Germany’s costly mistake 
and delusion in supposing that Great 
Britain would never join trance and 
Russia in arms, the Premier said that 
never in the tangled and bungled web 
of German diplomacy had there been 
an error so crude in conception and so 
disastrously fatal to its authors. Pro- 
ceeding to a review of the two years, 
Premier Asquith said the war has 
breathed a new spirit into the British 
nation, while there was nothing more 
remarkable during the past year than 
the success with which the entente 
allies had developed a common policy 
and . united plan, which had resulted 
in the present successful and vigorous 
offensive on three fronts of the the- 
ater of war. 

“Our navy,'? the Premier continued, 
‘with its ever tightening grip, is throt- 
tling the life of Germany, and never in 
history has there been such demonstra- 
tive proof of the supreme importance of 
the command of the sea, The enemy is 
everywhere on the defensive. In no 
theater has he attempted to regain the 
initiative, and there are signs of his 
material weakening and exhaustion. 
That is all the more reason why the 
allies should co-operate and maintain 
the struggle with increasing tenacity 
and unrelaxing will. 

“The recrudescence of deliberate and 
calculated barbarity on the part of Ger- 
many indicates her sense of despera- 
tion. The record of her latest atrocities 
will blacken and has even besmirched 
the annals of the German army. Nor 
can we forget the great infamy directed 
against ourselves in the judicial mur- 
der of Capt. Fryatt, which has stirred 
the indignation and outraged the con- 
science of the whole world.”’ 


How to Deal With Germans. 
The Premier was greeted with an out- 


burst of applause when he repeated the 
statement he made in the House of 
Commons that the entente allies were 
considering how to deal with German 
atrocities. 

Andrew Bonar Law, Minister of State 

for the Colonies, characterized the war 
as the most wicked the world has ever 
seen, and declared Germany had for- 
ever lost the advantages which the 
many years of preparation had given 
her. - 
‘The toils are closing 
the Minister said. “It is useless to.talk 
about the latest German atrocities. We 
must d> something, as a wild beast is 
at large. There is no good in appealing 
to the civilized world about it. There 
is only one thing to be done, and we 
can do it—shoot It.” 

Bonar Law read messages from Gen. 
Louis Botha, Premier of South Africa, 
and Lieutenant-General Smuts, com- 
mander of the South African forces, 
urging the continuance of the war with 
determination.

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JAMES GREEN REFUSED TO 
BE SIDETRACKED BY SON 


Lawyer Testifies He Insisted on Be- 
ing Chairman of Board of Com- 
bined Laciede-Chriaty Co, 
Depositions taken yesterday in the 
suit to break the will of the late 
James Green, millionaire head of the 
Laclede-Christy Clay Products Co., 
revealed that Green, in the consoli- 
dation of the old Laclede and Christy 
companies, refused to be “side- 
tracked” in favor of his son, John 

Leigh Green. 

Montague Lyon, attorney for Green, 
when questioned by John F. Lee, 
counsel for the plaintiffs, Laura C. 
and Marian FE. Littlebrant, Green's 
grandchildten by a daughter now 
dead, said that Green opposed con- 
solidation when it was proposed to 
put his son in as chairman of the 
board at $10,800 a year. The son was 
finally made vice presidént at $12,000 
a year, with a five-year contract, and 
was given $225,000 of common stock. 
The father was given the chairman- 
ship. 

Lyon said that Green carried a 
carbon copy of his will around tn his 
pocket for many months, and would 
frequently take it out and read over 


its provisions. Taking of depositions 
will be resumed Sept. 11.

ISUDDEN FRENCH COUNTER 


AT VERDUN 


SURPRISED CROWN PRINCE 


——O 


Furious Onslaught With Heavier Guns Than 


Ever Used There 


in Defense 


Decided 


Upon When.Somme Offensive Failed 
to Relieve Strain. |

PARIS, Aug. 5.—The flerceness and 
obstinacy with which the Crown Prince 
has counter-attacked during the past 16 
hours along the Thiaumont-Fleury line 
indicates absolutely the unexpectedness 
of the development of the French of- 
fensive north of Verdun. The tremen :- 


ous German bombardment opened 
against the lowest positions proves con- 
clusively that the combined Angio- 
I'rench efforts on the Somme have been 
unable to divert many batteries of 
heavy Krupp guns from the objective 
points striven for by the Kaiser's son 
in the last five months. 

While the Somme offensive was large- 
ly undertaken tc relieve the pressure at 
Verdun, many high French staff off' 
clals held the belief that the Germans 
had not scattered the men and guns 
massed at Verdun. Their belief was 
strengthened by the daily reports vf 
French observation aviators, who didn't 
witness any large withdrawels from the 
Crown Prince's sector. 

Leading military writers recently con- 
curred in the opinion\that the Crown 
Prince is not yet ready to give up his 
amtlition of capturing Verdun. To meet 
the ccnditions the French prepared a 
stupendous and sudden counter-offen- 
sive, unleashed Thursday, belng sup- 
ported by many batt-ries of newer and 
heavier guns than had ever been fired 
in the Verdun sector by the French. 

Infantry Attack a Surprise. 

The furioua onslaught of Gen. Petain’s 
poilus entirely surprised tne Germans. 
as even the terrific French bombard- 
‘nent Was unable to make them believe 
troops could be spareo for infantry at- 
tacks there. Consequently, the initial 
onsweep of Gon. Nivelle’s stcrming col- 
umns hurled the few German survivors 
of the hurricane of high explosives and 
shrapnel back from the entire en- 
trenched line between Thiaurmont and 
Chapitre Wood. 

From the underground shellproof shei- 
ters the French already have seized 
nearly 2000 prisoners and are counting 
the thousands of dead from the bom- 
bardment. The end of the opening at- 
tack found nearly the entire Thiaumont 
work in French hands.t This defensive 
position, which was razed and pulverized 
by the bombardment of both sides. be- 
fore the French withdrew weeks ago, 
has been reconstructed by the Germans 
into a new field fort as strong as it 
was before. 

Sweeping past the base of Hill 320 
from the northwest, the French  a‘*- 
tacked the exposed side of Fleury, while 
simultaneously another column, after 
sweeping all the Germans from Capitre 
Wood and capturing Chapelle, stormed 
Fleury from the southeast. The two at- 
tacking parties formed contact near 
Fleury station and then proceeded sys- 
tematically, with bomb and bayonet, to 
drive the Germans from the ruins of the 
shell-swept town. 

In the meantime, still another -olumn, 
iaunched from Fort Souville, directed an 
attack on Chenois and La Laune Woods, 
smashing back the Germans almost to 


the outworks of Fort Vaux. Nightfall 
found the poilus holding the entire ad- 
vanced line of the German positions, 
which had required the Crown Prince 
n any weeks to take and the sacrifice of 
thousands. 

But darkness was also the signal for 
the Germans to begin their expected 
counter thrusts. Their firat efforte were 
hurled against Thiaumont Work. Shat- 
tering countless assaults with big gun, 
machine gun and rifle fire, the French 
pushed home another advantage, clean- 
ing out the new lines of the German 
positions beyond the TAlaumont Form. 
There the trenches were so completely 
leveled that they were evacuated after a 
hundred prisoners were taken. 

Centers Fire on Fieury. 

Toward midnight the Crown Prince 
centered his energies against Fleury, 
evidently moving over the field batteries 
which had failed to shell the French out 
of Thiaumont, to try their hand against 
Fleury. Thrée Bavarian divisions, sent 
forward through the Cailette Woods 
from Douaumont, supported by Krupp 
guns emplaced amidst the ruins of the 
fort, surged against the hastily thrown 
up French line on the outskirts of 
Fieury. 

Thrown back again and again the 
Germans maseed the decimated battal- 
ions from the vicinity of Thiaumont as 
reinforcements, with the Saxon re- 
serves managed to edge past the north- 
ern slopes of Hill 3% and enter the 
outlying trenches. Having once gained 
a footing, the Crown Prince poured in 
masses of men to enlarge the gains 
made. 

Further west, near Vacherauville, 
Germans tried to force their massed 
formations into the trenches captured 
by the French, but failed, as Gen. Pe- 
tain’s gunners tevealed, the attack with 
star shells and then raked the ranks 
with concentric fire and double bar- 
rage. 

The ceaseless and ever increasing ar- 
tillery fire, continuing on both sides 
all day Friday, presages further activ- 
itv. Despite the incalculable expendi- 
ture of ammunition on the Somme front, 
the French are pouring a_ veritable 
flood of shells against the Crown 
Prince's troops in their new second 
line positions, pinning hem to the 
trenches as the newly won French lines 
are being consolidated. 

How the .rench losses were far 
lighter in the Verdun count¢r-offensive 
than the German, was illustrated to 
me by an officer who explained: 

“After a brief but intense bombard- 
ment we unexpectedly swept them back 
along the entire Thilaumont-Fleury line. 
Their machine guns and advanced field 
guns were shattered by our shells and 
the German soldiers were either killed 
or wounded, or too munnes to offer ser- 
ious resistance. 

“We were all prepared to consolidate 
the positions and place our machine 
guns immediately, being thus ready for 
them when they launched their counter- 
ettack which cost them so dearly. We 
hold all our gains except a portion of 
Fleury, which the Germans managed 
to enter under cover of darkness. Day- 
lig ht operations will enable us systema- 
tically to clear out the village en-

Although Senator Lewis called upon 
President Wilson yesterday, he is not 
understood to have spoken for the 
administration today. The President 
is expected to make his own reply to 
Hughes in his speech of acceptance. 

Republican strictures upon the Admin- 
istration’s Mexican policy Senator Lewis 
denounced as ‘“‘treasonable.”” He charged 
that the clause of the Republican plat- 
form repudiating interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of Mexico was responsible 
for the massacre of troops at Carrizal. 

“Not until the captains of the Re- 
publican party shot at the President of 
the United States did the Mexicans shoot 
at the soldiers of the American Presi- 
dent.’’ 

The platform declarations Senator 
Lewis characterized as a summons to 
Carranza and Villa to revenge the en- 
trance of American soldiers into Mexico 
and the interference of America in her 
internal affairs. 

“It was the Republican convention,’ 
said Mr. Lewis, ‘“‘which slew the sol- 
diers at Carrizal,’’ and he assailed ef- 
forts of the Republican leaders to make 
Mexico the issue ‘‘without regard to 
facts, equity or justice.”

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FIELD FLOWERS 


DOUBLE IN PIC 
BECAUSE OF HEAT 


Lack of Rainfall Causes Shortage 
Here; Same Situation in 
Other Large Markets. 


Wholesale florists in St. Louis report 
& material shortage in the field flower 
crop this year on account of the ex- 
treme hot weather and a lack of rain- 
fall. The situation is not local, they 
say, but has been felt in Chicago and 
other large markets, resulting in an in- 
creased price of from 200 to 300 per cent 
in flowers bought from retailers. 

Most of the supply of field flowers for 
St. Louis comes from growers in Kirk- 
wood, Maplewood and Webster Groves, 
and while it is usual for a shortage to 
be felt at this time of year, the flower 
market has never been so short as it 
is at present. There are five whole- 
sale florists in St. Louis, with offices 
on Pine street, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets. 

All of them say that the field flower 
crop is in a poorer condition than ever 
before and that the only relief will be 
the marketing of the fall crop of green- 
house flowers. Even rains at this time 
will not help the field flowers, because 
many of the growers have already 
turned their beds into other uses, the 
cost of irrigation being more than the 
flowers would bring. The _ irrigated 
flowers do not have the beauty of those 
naturally grown, florists say. 

Gladiolas, asters, summer roses and a 
few carnations are the only flowers be- 
ing supplied to the local retailers at 
present. The asters are very poor in 
quality, but sell for from $T to $2 a doz- 
en? instead of from & cents to $1 a 
dozen, which is the usual price. 

A Washington avenue florist said that 
where asters were formerly ordered by 
the thousands, they are bought only 
by the hundreds from the wholesalers 
now, and that even in these small num- 
bers many of them come from the 
greenhousé stock. The flowers are used 
tor the backgrounds of floral pieces and 
when it is necessary to use the culti- 
vated flower the result is a much high- 
er price to the customer. 

Roses are selling from $1.50 to $% a 

dozen, with very few of them on tha 
market. The American Beauties are 
bringing regular Christmas prices, a 
dozen costing $10. There will be no car- 
nations from local growers until Octo- 
ber, when the fall greenhouse crop is 
ready for marketing. 
The tube rose, which is one of the 
most popular smaller flowers, is very 
scarce and sells from $1.50 a dozen in- 
stead of the usual 75 cents. 

Gladiolas are the most plentiful field 
flower this summer, and are growing 
in popularity with the buyers, florists 
say. The flower continues to bloom in 
water for several days after being cut, 
new blooms opening up all the time. 
The flower sells for $1.50 to $2.50 a 
dozen now, instead of $1 to $2 a dozen, 
the normal price.

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ITRAINMEN’S VOTE STANDS 
90 TO 1 FAVORING STRIKE 


Count to Be Completed Monday and Joint Con- 
ference With Railroads Will Follow— 
Stone Talks of Demands. 


NEW YORK, Aus. 5.—When ‘five- 
sixths of the ballots cast by the 


600,000 employes of 225 railroad sys- 
tems throughout the country had 
been counted today, it was announced 
that the men stood 90 to 1 for a 
strike. Only a few chairmen of the 
trainmen’s unions had not arrived to- 
day, and it was definitely stated by 
officials of the four trainmen’s broth- 
erhoods that the count would »bé@ 
completed on Monday, after which 
the final vote would be considered 
and a joint conference with the rail- 
road representatives helc. 

How far trainmen ar®@ willing to go 
and how far they want the railroads to 
gO to avoid a strike was _  indi- 
cated in an interview today with War- 
ren 8S. Stone, grand chief of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. The men are not opposed to 
arbitration, he said, but they will not 
accept the only kind of arbitration pro- 
posed by the railroads—on only one ba- 
Sis of pay, a flat-time rate. The rail- 
roads put that plan up to the men at 
their conference two months ago, and 
have been urging it ever since, it is 
charged, on the Government at Wash- 
ington. 

“Train hands,” said Stone, “are paid 
by the mile or the run, and that is the 
only basis on which they want to work. 
The railroads have offered terms. with 
the reservation that in any adjustment 
of hours and wages piece work, so to 
speak, be practically eliminated. 

“The railroads have urged that the 
arbitration be carried on through an 
inquiry by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as to our men’s hours and 
wages. The commission would be judge 
and jury. 

“I do not believe it will astonish the 
public to learn why we have opposed 
the. kind of Government arbitration we 
got in the East in 1912 and in the West 
in 1914, when I say our brotherhoods 
have not yet received a full measure of 
these awards. Ostensibly these granted 
train employes increases in pay, but 
from the outset the railroads disagreed 
with the men as to how the awards 
should be interpreted. 

Win When Appeals Are Taken. 
peal several times to the arbitration 
board, which decided in our favor on 
more than 100 of the points. The train- 
men are still not getting more, I esti- 
mate, than 85 per cent of the increase 
in wages granted by the arbitration 
board, 

“Through our brotherhood committees 
we have spent more than $600,000 in at- 
tempts to streighten out disputes over 
the awards raised by the railroads, in 
order to get what was coming to us by 
arbitration. 

“Naturally, we don’t want that kind of 
arbitration—with a string to it.”’ 

Stone said he had read that the Gov- 
ernment was preparing to offer media- 
tion, but no proposals had reached him. 

‘‘Under the strike vote,"’ he added, ‘‘we 
have power to arbitrate or mediate. We 
are authorized to accept a settlement «n 
the basis of our requests—an eight-hour 
day and time and a half for overtime."’ 

Stone charged that various railroads 
sent out agents who intimidated train 
employes from voting for the strike. 


“Notwithstanding this,"’ he said, ‘“‘the

case our requests are not granted, and 
we expect the vote from the West will 
show as well.

Stone cited two instances of what he 
called intimidation on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. He said an aged, superannu- 
ated employe on a pension which did not 
support him, was taken into the broth- 
erhood offices on a salary of $0 a month, 
though he'was too febble to do much. 
To this man, the grand chief said, the 
railroad sent warning that if he joined 
the strike he would lose his pension for 
life. The same notice, he said, was sent 
to pensioned employe in a soldiers’ 
home in Ohio. 

Chiefs Reopen Quarters. 

Warren S. Stone, A. B. Garretson and 
W. G. Lee, three of the grand chiefs of 
the four brotherhoods who will put the 
strike ultimatum up to the raflroad man- 
agers next Tuesday, have reopened 
brotherhood headquarters at the Wood- 
stock Hotel, West Forty-second street. 

Grand Chief Stone announced this 
morning that, owing to the boast of the 
railroads that they would find out how 
their men balloted, the strike vote would 
not be made public by roads next Tues- 
day, but by geographical districts. 

G. W. Hanger, Commissioner of the 
United States Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation, is here today to confer 
with a committee of managers of rai)- 
roads and officers of the Switchmen's 
Union of North America. Both partics 
appealed to the Beard of Mediation 
in a dispute over wages an‘ 
hours of work. Representatives of 
the railroads and of the men 
held a meeting here, but failed to 
reach an agreement. 


President Closely Watching for Pos- 
sibility of Rail Strike. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—President 
Wilson and other Federal officials kept 
in close touch today with the threatened 
strike of railroad employes. They 
planned to take no definite action, how- 
ever, until after representatives of the 
railroads and workmen have conferred, 

early next week. 

By that time the strike vote will have 
been counted. If it is for a walkout and 
no agreement can be reached with the 
management of the 225 railroad systems 
involved, it is expected. .the Federal 
Board of Mediation and Conciliation will 
be called on. If every other method of 
preventing a break has been exhausted, 
it is believed, President Wilson may in- 
tervene with a personal appeal to the 
railroad managers and employes to set- 
tle their differences.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—J. T. Gillick, gen-

SUIENTISIS FAIL 10 
FIND GONTRUL FOR 
GHILD PARALYSIS 


Committee Assembled in New 
York Gives Advice on Check- 
ing Spread of Disease. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The committee 
of famous scientists assembled at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons t® 
study New York's problem of infantile 
paralysis adjourned yesterday after. 
noon, after rendering a report to Health 
Commissioner Emerson, in which they 
found a “‘scientifically adequate method 
of control is impossible at the present 
time.” 

"The weight of opinion favors the 
view that infantile paralysis is mainly 
spread through personal contact,”” says 
this report, ‘‘and measures have been di- 
rected chiefly from this point of view. 
Cognizance, however, has been given 
to additional methods of trinsmiasion, 
among which ws the bite of ineecta. 
For sanitary purposes it is proper to 
consider that this disease is transmis- 
sible directly from the sick to suscep- 
table persons or indirectly from the 
sick through carriers. 

“We strongly recommend that yov 
inaugurate a house-to-house inspection 
of as large a part of the city as tse 
practicable twice a week, for the pur- 
pose of education and of seeing to the 
early recognition, notification and isola- 
tion of the disease. 

“We are of the opinion that satis- 
factory isolation is secured only in hos- 
pitals. 

“Tere is still mruch to. be learned 
concerning the period of incubation, ac- 
curate methods of early diagnosis in 
non-paralivtic cases, modes of trana- 
mission and the lenath of time per 
sons continue to carry the infection, 
and tn view of these factors a scien- 
tifically adequate method of control is 
impossible at the present time.”

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OUR PORE BARREL AMONG THE DANES. 

Of course, we want those Danish islands in the 
Caribbean and can afford to pay the price for 
them, but really ought we to turn any such great 
sum of money over to the Rigsdag at Copen- 
hagen? ‘ 

The annual budget of the kingdom of Denmark 
has averaged about $23,000,000 for some years past. 
But here we purpose to give the country a sum 
Sreater than the entire revenue the’ Rigsdag has 
to handle in receipts from customs and excise and 
land tax and miscellaneous sources. We can imag- 
ine the effect on the Danish people and legislators 
by supposing that a sum bearing a similar propor- 
tion to current revenue—say $1,000,000,000-—should 
suddenly be turned over to our Congress as a 
windfall, an accession to income from a totally 
unexpected source. The Danes are a frugal people 
with public and private expenditure accommo- 
dated to a modest scale, but it is no mystery as 
to what will happen if their Congress is given as 
much to spend in one year as it ordinerily has 
in two. 

For these islands, which producé-no revenue 
but are on the contrary a bill of expense to the 
Danish Government, we are expected not only to 
pay about five times their value in money. but 
to relinquish our rights in Greenland, which are 
not worth much, but which have a sentimental 
value as having been acquired through the lives

THE CLINIC AND THE ‘‘CRIMINAL.’ 
By Charlotte Rumbold. 

St. Louis is to have a psychopathic clinic for 
offenders under the Police Department. 

That means the man or woman arrested again 
and again for the same crime will come before the 
doctor as well as before the Judge, and they will, 
between them, decide whether the sentence is to 
be hospital or jail. “Make the punishment fit the 
crime” is a line out of a comic opera, but the prac- 
tice of it results in things more appalling than 
Greek tragedy. Make the sentence fit the crim- 
inal is the motto of the new police clinic. 

When the New York City police psycopathic 
clinic found that out of a total of 450 persons 
brought into court for criminal offenses, only 205 
were criminals—and only 119 of those subjects 
for penal institutions—the other 245 being feeble- 
minded, insane, diseased, alcoholic, epileptic, a 
flood of light was thrown on one of the blackest 
spots of our civilization—the whole group of 
pitiful maladjustments and wreckage we have 
clumsily lumped together, swept into our jails and 
penitentiaries and labelled “the criminal classes.” 

Missouri has long been infamous for having 
the largest single penitentiary population, more 
men and women in one institution, than any 
other state. And still more infamous because of 
the methods by which that horror made money 
for the State. Some of Missouri's Governors, 
like a half-dozen in other states, tried to re- 
lieve us of some of our disgrace by wholesale 
pardoning of first offenders. If there had been 
peycopathic clinics attached to the courts that 
tried all those “criminals,” probably half of them 
would have been sent to asylums and hospitals in 
the first place. 

The educator some years ago called in the 
physician and surgeon. The dull,,backward child 
was fitted with glasses and suddenly discovered 
that when he could really see them the black- 
board problems were easy. it wasn’t his mind 
but his eyes that were clouded. 

The doctor has nearly driven out the ancient 
idea of original sin so far as the bad boy is con- 
cerned. The social worker. with his knowledge 
of living and economic conditions, is finishing the 
doctor’s work. The Juvenile Court officers, proba- 
tion and parole officers know there are few chil- 
dren who, given a start with sound health, sani- 
tary and decent living conditions and wholesome 
food, will not make valuable citizens. 

The Judges of the criminal courts are not be- 
hind the educators. They have long been aware 
that many of the cases broveht to them are 
brought to the wrong door of our social salvage 
department. 

When an old woman comes up for her forty- 
second sentence for being drunk and disorderly, 
the policeman who, fn all kindness, perhaps, if 
winter was coming on, picked her out of the gut- 
ter, the Judge who helplessly sentences her, the 
workhouse matron who hopelessly cleans her up 
and sends her to her familiar corner, all know 
that 40 years ago old Mary was a subject for 
medicine, not for law. 

We are growing ashamed of the clumstness and 
crudity of some of our machinery of justice and 
if the police clinic will junk that part that sends

The truth is that a tractor show is not the great 
popular entertainment in St. Louis that it would be 
in Red Cloud, N. D. As a municipality we are doing 
almost no farming, and so few of us retain a foothold __ 
in the country as to render us almost unconscious of 
what modern farming is like. 


It is quite true that we have people who call the 
Mayor Hi Kiel, and that it has not been so long since 
some of us wore ourselves out trying to say hello 
to everybody at busy corners like Broadway and 
Olive. Still, we are not by any definition a rural 
community, and naturally looked to farm machinery 
men and visitors to keep the Tractor Show up. That 
we were expected to go out there ourselves never 
occurred to us. 

Probably we were wrong about it. Someone who 
was out there tells me the tractor exhibit is won- 
derful He laughed to think of mules and horses 
toiling in the hot sun after seeing those leviathans 
work. Anything else seems futile. Great gangs of 
plows, if that is a proper term, follow the tractor 
down the field. The furrow is as wide as a park 
drive. Hired men have been raised from nothing in 
efficiency to the standgrd established for skilled 
labor. 

Still, just when would one cheer, or say faint, at 
a tractor show? 

We don’t know. Not that all of us are baseball 
mad, or that it is not a pleasure to have the tractor 
folk with us. It certainly is. 

Are they quite sire that none of their own people 
ran off to see the Browns now and then? We thought 
Wwe saw some.

AUSTRIAN SUBMARINE SAID

24 Survivors at Syracuse, Making 52 
Known to Be Safe Out of 178 
on Italian Ship. 
SYRACUSE, Sicily, Aug. 5.—The sub- 
marine which sank the Italian steam- 


passengers were trying to escape, accord- 
ing to the stories told by 24 survivors 
who have arrtved here. It is stated the 
submarine was an Austrian. 

The Letimbro carried 120 passengers 
and a crew of 68. Nothing ts definitely 
known as'to the loss of life. The sur- 
‘vivors here say the Letimbro hoisted 
the white flag and stopped her engines 
before launching a boat, but that the 
submarine continued her bombardment. 

The first news of the sinking of the 
Letimbro, a boat of 2210 tons, was re- 
ceived on Thursday from Malta, where 
28 survivors were landed. The survivors 
also described the shelling of the boats 
which they said caused many deaths. 
The passengers included women and 
children. It was said the boat was 
overtaken after a long chase.

Already the great 
wheat belt of Manitoba is practically 
ruined and the damage is extending 
well into Saskatchewan. From .lste- 
Van here much of the way is almost 
solid wheat fields, the crop looks sim- 
piy splendid to the average observer. 
but every field is more or less af- 
fected with rust. The wheat is most- 
ly in the milk or blossom, and just 
right stage to show the first stages 
of rust. All earlier fields quite badly 
infected and its crop here will be 
very badly injured in the next 10 
days, The Canadian crop has never 
had the promise of last year, and now 
since there is such extensive rust 
damage and blight the crop will be 
very short. If you remember, my first 
long-range forecast last spring, I 
teld of danger from rust. he Guv- 
ernment report will be out in a few 
days and should show a very low 
condition of spring wheat. Of course 

‘ou know I have Kept ahead of the 
arvest and am not in position to 
estimate yields of South Dakota, Min- 
nesota and North Dakota, as it is 
more difficult this year, even if you 
were — the shocks, than it is 
when crop is not rusted, but to the 
best of my jud ~ag Minnesota will 
raise 45,000,000 North Dakota 65,- 
000,000 bu, South Dakota 30,000,000 
bu. The oat crop was good through 
our own Northwest, when I was last 
there the oats were remarkably free 
from rust. The oat crop in this coun- 
try is fine and not ‘rusting badly. 
There is less flax in this country 
than I have ever seen here, but what 
is sown is generally good.” 

The Northwestern Miller special re- 
port says: “Wheat cutting in Canada 
will be two to three weeks early. 
Frost feared in Southern Saskatche- 
wan. Unquestionably black rust ef- 
fect, depends on weather.” 

Lecount wired from Davidson, Sask.: 
“All wheat for 50 miles north of Regina 
affected more or less with black rust. 
Crop is mostly in milk and could be 
badly damaged in this territory. There 
are traces of rust, but crop generally in 
area hailed out here. Weather cool, 
clear and favorable.”

And it is the life and adventures of. thts 
rebel, Ernest Pontifex, on which the 
author bases his conclusions regarding 
the conventions and the convictions of 
the average person, all of which he con- 
demns. For examplé, he would have 
us believe that members of families, as 
such, are apt to be natural enemies, 
having found out each other's frafities. 
He himself, it appears, had an unfor- 
tunate family history.
